fabric, reeled in a quarter turn and 
smashed its vertical! fin. 

The Akron held fast forward by 
its mooring mast, had been hauled 
oyt in readiness to carry the sub- 
committee of the House Naval Af- 
fairs Committee, headed by Repre- 
sentative James V.- McClintic

The heavy steel cable broke from 
the stern handling gear, leavMe the 
ship’s stern free in the sweeping 
wind. Lieutenant-Commander 
Charles Fk. Rosendahl, veteran dir- 
igible skipper. who was alongside 
the forward control cabin, jumped 
aboard and pulled a lever which 
released water ballast from the 
stern. She ship, swinging around. 
struck a mound on the ground at 
the moment the water surged out. 
It scraped the field for a moment, 
then was halted by the force of its 
fall and its ground crew of 50. 

Lieut. C. M. Bolester and two 
seamen suffered bruises and shock 
as the great craft brushed them 
away from the lee side. 

“A sudden gust snapped the ca- 
ble,” Rosendahl said. ‘That was 
all- there was to it.” 

The flight, which Rosendahl ex- 
pected would disprove charges of 
poor workmanship in the ship’s 
construction, was indefinitely post- 
poned,. 

The fin of the airship, the Na- 
vy’s biggest, was ruined and the 
lashing cables struck the fabric of 
the hull with terrific force, leav- 
ing great tears and welts on its 
side. McClintic said the blow, as 
the Akron hit the field, may have 
strained its metal structure, the in- 
tricate network to which the fab- 
ric is affixed. Experts prepared 
to examine the metal. 

McClintic was chagrined, but in- 
sisted the accident should not cause 
premature judgment to be passed 
on the Akron. 

“It was a sad, but withal, a 
thrilling sight,” he said, “to watch 
that great ship, helpless in the 
wind, tossed against the ground. 

“The members of the committee 
agreed, however, not to pass judg- 
ment on the Akron at this time, 
but to wait, as was intended we 
should, until we have actually 
flown in the ship and to watch its 
performance in the air. I believe 
this accidént was not avoidable.”

Appeal of Chairman.

The Citi- 
zens’ Committee on Relief and Em- 
ployment was -originally organized 
to take up the peak load forced on 
the organizations of the Commun- 
ity Fund, the Catholic organiza- 
tions, the Jewish organizations, 
and the county welfare organiza- 
tions, by virtue of the prevailing 
economic conditions, to the extent 
that its funds held out, it was able 
to serve well. The exhaustion of 
these funds makes it absolutely im- 
pérative that this campaign be a 
success.” 

An Emergency Effort. 

King told of the co-operation of 
religious bodies and educational in- 
stitutions in the campaign.

This is an emer- 
gency effort—put together under 
the orders of the Mayor within less 
than two weeks. An organization 
to cover the entire city couldn’t be 
put together in such short time.

We 
said Washington was the chief con- 
tributor to the greatness of the 
United States. 

“The true eulogy 
ton,” he added, “is this mighty 
nation.” 

The President’s address, de‘iv- 
ered before eam session of he 
Senate and the*House, formally be- 
gan the celebration,-of Wasn'‘ng- 
ton’s birth, which will extend over 
nine months, It was Mr. Hoover’s 
first appearance before a joint ses- 
sion. 

He traced the country’s growth 
and called for a renewal of the in- 
spiration of Washington. 

Republic Secure. 

“Proudly.” he said, “we report 
to our forefathers that the repub- 
lic is more secure, more constant, 
more powerful, more truly sreat 
than at any other time in its hs- 
tory.” 

He declared impatience with 
those who undertake what he 
called “the irrational humanizing”’ 
of Washington. There is no need, 
the President said, to look  be- 
neath “his unique qualities of 
greatness” and great accomplish- 
ments. : 

“We need no attempt at canon- 
ization of George Washington,” he 
said. ‘‘We know he was human, 
subject to the discouragements and 
perplexities that come to us all. 
We know that he had moments of 
deepest anxiety. We know of his 
sufferings, and the sacrifices and 
anguish that came to him. We 
know of his resentment of injus- 
tice and misrepresentation. And 
yet we know that he never lost 
faith in our people.” 

Mr. Hoover “paid Washington 
tribute as a founder of liberty, of 
a unique government and ‘of a sys- 
tem of national life. Defining this 
system as it appears today, he as- 
serted it “embraces a system of re- 
lationships to other nations based 
upon no thought of imperialism. 
no desire to dominate; a determined 
national self-reliance in defense 
and independence in action: free- 
dom from all commitment to the 
unknown future, and an aspiration 
to promote peace and good will 
among men.”

SHANGHAI, Feb. 23 (Tues- 
day).—Chinese headquarters is- 
sued a bulletin early this morn- 
ing, declaring their army was ad- 
vancing rapidly along the whole 
front from Chapel to Woosung, 
driving back the Japanese despite 
the arrival of enemy reinforce- 
ments. 

In the Kiangwan sector, where 
the fighting of the past two days 
has been heavy, the communique 
said the Chinese force withdrew, 
drawing the Japanese attack after 
it. When the Japanese concen- 
trated on the Chinese right flank, 
the left and center swung around 
to surround the enemy on three 
sides, leaving only a narrow line 
of retreat through which the Jap-~- 
anese fell back, covering their 
withdrawal with rifle and machine 
gun fire. 

The Chinese pressed their ad- 
vantage, following closely, and 
this morning’s communique said 
the Chinese intended to push the 
Japanese back to the edge of the 
Internationa) Settlement. 


Chiang’s Men Fighting. 

The early morning Japanese 
communique admitted that the Chi- 
nese still held Kiangwan with a 
strong body of troops. It said there 
had been no determined attack on 
the town because the Japanese 
command wanted to avoid unnec- 
essary casualties on both sides. 

The Japanese Intelligence Ser- 
vice reporfed that the Bighty- 
eighth Division of Chiang Kai- 
shek’s army was fighting with the 
Nineteenth Route Army under Ger- 
man officers. Thus far there has 
been no confirmation from Chinese 
sources that any of Chiang’s troops 
have gone into action. 

The Japanege spokesman denied 
a Chinese report that two divisions 
of Japanese troops had been tanded 
at Shanghai to reinforce the orig- 
inal contingent. It was not true, 
he said, but he wished it were. He

— Whining 
Chinese bullets stopped my second 
trip behind the Japanese lines near 
Kiangwan Sunday night, and dem- 
onstrated to me that the Chinese 
still held the walled town against 
a fierce Japanese offensive. 

I got near enough to Kiangwan 
to see that it was burning rapidly. 
and damaged severely otherwise by 
Japanese artillery and aerial fire. 

It was a matter of conjecture as 
to how the fires started. The Jap- 
anese previously had said their 
acrial bombs were responsible. It 
was possible that the Chinese 
themselves had set them in prepa- 
ration for a retreat. 

I was able to piece together a 
picture of operations by pene- 
trating back of the Japanese 
lines almost to Kiangwan, and 
through my previous observations 
from the tower of the _ Inter- 
national Race Club, Japanese 
headquarters for the assault on 
Kiangwan.

CHANGHAI, Feb. 22.—It is part 
of Shanghai's vegetable garden and 
playground which has been turned 
into the newest battlefield by the 
struggling forces of China and 
Japan. 

Across a goif course near Kiang 
wan, bullets instead of golf balls 
flew back and fcrth all Sunday. 
The Kiangwan race track of the 
International Recreation Club 
looked as if it had been struck by 
a Kansas twister.: Fashionable 
Shanghai scarcely would have rec- 
ognized the old diggings. 

The Japanese had complete 
charge and made themselves com- 
fortable. Cavalry horses were in 
the betting booths and a fleet of 
tanks cluttered up the golf greens. 

As far as I could see in all direc- 
tions there were leaping flames and 
smoke from the burning huts of 
Chinese truck gardeners. Few 
houses remained unburned. 

Fields of Rice and Beans. 

The country is low and net- 
worked with irrigation § ditches. 
Here and there stood a tree in fields 
where rice, beans and other vegeta- 
bles are grown for the Shanghai 
markets. 

But all the Chinece had left. Only 
khaki-clad Japanese infantry, cav- 
alry and artillery outfits were on 
the roads. Detachments of troops 
marched back and forth. Overhead 
airplanes shot code signals to the 
artillery. 

Frankly I was frightened. It 
was my first visit to a battlefront. 
Hours afterward I could still hear 
the deafening sound of the artil- 
lery, the patter of rifle bullets and 
the rattle of machine guns, the 
cloppity-clop of the cavalry. 

It was a heavy, misty day. The 
clouds were full of smoke from 
the artillery fire and from_ the 
burning buildings. 

Less than a mile away was the 
village of Kiangwan, held by the 
Chinese. Its dull, feudal gloomy 
walls protected the defenders, but 
were crumbling in many places ow- 
ing to the ravages of age and 
weather.

A Retreat Toward Town. 

I saw great tubs of steaming 
rice brought out for the soldiers’ 
mealtime, but along about this time 
shells from somewehre began mak- 
ing fresh sandtraps and bunkers in 
the golf course. _ I left the troop- 
ers in a hurry with all their battle 
glory and quickly retreated toward 
town. J 

On the way back tos$Shanghai I 
thought I niight as well miake a day 
of it. So I visited the Chinese front 
with a Chinese Red Cross gmbu- 
lance. 

This experience was even more 
terrifying. I sat in front with the 
Chinese driver. A few days before 
another driver of the same ambu- 
lance had been killed by a sniper. 

The road to the front was crowd- 
ed with refugees. They scarecly 
seemed human as they hobbled 
along in rags. Many were bare- 
footed. They carried bundles and 
babies strapped on their backs. 

Many women limped through the 
mud, carrying staggering loads—all 
their possessions. They had not 
the slightest idea of their destina- 
tion, except to get away from shot 
and shell. They were evacuating 
the beggars’ villafes, which dot the 
road, and were a picture of misery. 

Bullets whizzed about the car as 
we drove past the once peaceful 
countryside. 

Chinese Search Ambulance. 

Although the ambulance. dis- 
Played a Red Cross flag, it was 
searched three times by business- 
like Chinese soldiers, their bayonets 
pointed toward us. 

We arrived at a temporary hos- 
pital behind the lines. It was only 
for first-aid treatment of the 
wounded. It was in a Chinese uni- 
versity, which had been heavily 
bombed. One building was in ruins. 
Classrooms in other buildings were 
used for the wounded. 

Small, panlike charcoal stoves 
were used to heat the large rooms. 

Japanese airplanes reconnoitered 
overhead, For half an hour I could 
hear the bombardment and ma- 
chine-gunning of the battle. 

Chinese doctors advised me_ to 
leave and we bumped back to town 
with a load of wounded.

Even though accustomed ‘to pe- 
riodic raids by Japanese bombing 
Planes, the Chinese troops were 
caught unprepared when the pur- 
suit planes entered the action. 
According to an eyewitness, panic 
followed in the Chinese ranks 
when these planes swooped 
low over the roads leading to the 
rear and raked the marching Chi- 
nese troops, automobiles and mo- 
tor cycles with machine gun fire. 

“I was moving over the Chenju 
road,” said a Chinese military of- 
ficer who came in from the area, 
“several miles behind the Chinese 
lines when suddenly 13 Japanese 
planes appeared out of the hori- 
zon, 


“Most of them were bombers, but 
a few swift pursuit planes also 
were included in the group. They 
were flying high, but as they passed 
overhead one of the small planes 
suddenly left the formation and 
dropped to earth with terrific 
speed. 

“I thought the plane was about 
to crash, but when it neared the 
road it straightened out and at the 
same moment began pouring a 
stream of machine gun bullets in 
the direction. of a Chinese military 
motor cycle which was proceeding 
a few hundred yards ahead of me. 
The motor cycle was not hit and 
kept on its way. ) 

“The plane rose again, then 
banked Sharply and returned to re- 
peat the fusillade. The motor cy- 
cle driver again was not hit, but 
he stopped his.machine and flat- 
tened himself out on the ground, 
while the plane swept on to attack 
a body of our infantry which was 
moving towards Chenju. In the 
meantime the bombers also got 
into the action. 

“I leaped from the car and threw 
myself into a ditch to avoid being 
hit. Soon after a bomb exploded 
perilously near me. When the air 


squadron had passed on I drove on 
down the road“*and found great 
havoc in its wake, 

“T soon came upon an  over- 


ing ruefully at its side. It was ob- 
vious that one of thé. objects of 
the air attack was to disrupt com- 
munications between the Chinese 
front lines and the rear.

Monday’s Offensive Begun 

Heavy Mist and Driving Rain. 

Monday’s offensive was begun 
by the Japanese at daybreak. It 
opened with a heavy artillery at- 
tack. Visibility was poor, because 
of heavy mists and driving rain. 
Large groups of tanks and troops 
stood ready to back up the ar- 
tillery bombardment when it ended, 

One of the prinicipal targets 
was the little group of defenders of 
Kiangwan who had withstood a 
frontal attack of tanks, artillery, 
cavalry and infantry for two days. 
Their casualties were unknown, but 
the Japanese admitted they had 
lost 100 men killed or wounded. 

The Japanese changed their 
plan of action shortly after dark- 
ness set in Sunday night. and 
sent their. reinforcements to the 
point north of the village. 

Their attack on the north drew 
the heaviest reply from the Chi- 
nese artillery the Japanese had 
yet encountered. Many shells were 
dropped near the Kiangwan race 
course, where part of the Japa- 
nese headquarters and cavalry and 
tank units were stationed. The 
race course is about a mile east 
of the village. 

The Chinese shells failed to reg- 
ister direct hits on the Japanese 
positions but several shacks be- 
tween the race course and Gen.

“southeast, were set on fire. Shells 
also fell around Futan University, 
where Gen. Uyeda was quartered, 
and one blew a hole in the road a 
few yards from the university en- 
trance. 

Shanghai's Vegetable Garden. 

Part of the area over whiéh the 
battle has been raging was Shang- 
hai’s chief vegetable garden and 
playground. It is.now torn to 
pieces.

Following a skirmish 
between Chinese machine gunners 
and'a Japanese armored car, the 
Americans decided they needed 
more sand bags and armored plate, 
and they piled these on until they 
themselves were virtually buried 
within their defenses as night fell, 

At the Chapei railroad station, 
the Americans rubbed elbows with 
the Chinese soldiers; ‘They called 
back and forth to each other and 
inquired toward each other's feel 
ings with regard to the conflict. A 
Chinese sergeant, answering on 
Americans query, said it was “mov- 
ing entirely too slow for me” 
While the Chinese wére strength- 
ening their lines, a Chinese troop- 
er fell-victim to a Japanese bul- 
let and tumbled almost within 
reach of the American barricades 
while the Americans looked on. 
Numerous bodies of dead Chinese 
were visible just over the Settle- 
ment border. 

Japanese aviators flew over Cha- 
pei Sunday dropping thousands of 
pamphlets which purported to 
come from the headquarters of the 
Kuomintang. Chinese. Nationalist 
Party, saying the soldiers of the 
Nineteenth Route Army, in oppos- 
ing the Japanese at Shanghai, were 
opposing the wishes of the National 
Government, were traitors to their 
country and had precipitated the 
Shanghai! crisis by attacking the 
Japanese without warning. 

The action was interpreted as a 
Japanese effort to create within 
the minds of the Chinese public 
here a hostile opinion of the Chi- 
nese soldiers.

TOKIO, Feb. =. 22.—It has been 
suggested that Japan might, 
whether from pique or policy,’ with- | 
draw from the League of Nations. 
This is a silly idea. 


Japan has been able, through her 
membership in the Council of the 
League of Nations, to put a brake 
upon precipitate action, which she 
could have done in no other man- 
ner. 

The generous enthusiasm of 
Western observers might, in Jap- 
an’s absence from the League, have 
carried them into premature action 
based on natural but mistaken as- 
sumptions. 

It w6uld be the height of fclly 
to abandon so favorable a position. 
Moreover, Japan is proud of her 
participation in the work of the 
League, in which-she has since its 
first inception taken a prominent 
Dart. 

Recent events have only 
strengthened her gespect for the 
wisdom with which the Covenant 
of the League was framed, pre- 
venting as it does the League or 
its Council from being jdentified" 
with the majority of its. Council 
members, a mistake too often made 
by the*ignorant. 

Refers to Kellogg Pact. 

Much less is it possible that this 
country should repudiate the Bri- 
and-Keliogg treaty for the putlaw- 
ry Of war. Had this treaty been 
duly observed there would have 
been no attack on the Southern 
Manchurian Kailway, nor on Jap- 
anese patrols at Shanghai. 

It would be equally impossible 
and. undesirable to repudiate the 
Washington mgne-Power’ treaty, 
which is®a great beacon standing 
alone in the mazes of Chinese in- 
ternational relations, 

We cannot pretend, however, 
that the succinct treaty furnishes 
anything like,a complete guide to 
international deali | with China. 
Had China since e fall of the 
Manchu dynasty, ever presented a 
coherent, responsible front to the 
world, things might have been dif- 
ferent. 


“But in the present distracted 
state of the country, ravaged as it 
is by the rival ambitions of con- 
tending militarists, the scheme of 
the nine-Power treaty has become 
inadequate. It contemplated some 
sort of cosmos where there never 
has really been anything but chaos. 


Says Treaties Fall Short.

Situation in Manchuria. 
The presence of Japanese forces 
outside the railway zone in Man- 
churia appears to have caused un- 
easy apprehensions that it may be 
prolonged into virtual annexttion.

Japan desires vo continenta! 
commitments. She recognizes ful- 
ly’ and absolutely the principles of 
the open door and equal opportun- 
ity throughout Manchuria as well 
as in China proper.

As for the Government of Man- 
chzria, that is a matter for Man- 
churians and it rests with the fu- 
ture to say what their decision will 
be. 

Relations With Russia. 

Some profess alarm at the pros- 
pect of trouble between Japan and 
the Soviet Government and are ex- 
ercised concerning possible action 
of Japan regarding the Chinese 
Eastern Railway and other rail- 
ways in which foreign countries 
are interested. Japan has no con- 
cern with railways not her own ex- 
cept in so far as the nine-Power 
treaty guaranteed her their use on 
equal terms. Since Japan is de- 
termined to respect the rights and 
the interests of the Soviet Union as 
of all foreign countries, there is no 
reason to suppose that the Soviet 
Union will depart from the lines of 
its statements hitherto ‘followed— 


lines dictated by cool judgment and 
the tried and tested principle of 
non-intervention. 

I regret profoundly, as » +t 
every thirking Japanese, the loss 
of life and destructive havoc of the 
past five months. Unfortynately, 
as long as China‘remains the hap- 

py hunting ground of selfish and 
predatory war lords this danger 
will remain. ° . 

Speaks of Chinese. “Militarism.” 

Japan sympathizes warmly with 
innocent Chinese people and with 
the praiseworthy efforts of the Chi- 
nese to attain equality iv all re- 
spects with the most advanced na- 
tions. But first they must achieve 
domestic peace. Until that has 
These accomplished, other nations 
will from time to time be fated 
with the stern necessity of deferd- 
ing themselves against militaristic 
violence in the only way that such 


defense is possible. * 


“We-can only hope that this les- 
son has been learned and. that 
China may. s00n*break her feudal 
chains and rid herself of the incu- 
bus of militarism which has 4580 
long prevented her from playing 
that part in world affairs for 
which she otherwise has so many 
shining qualificaticns. 

Japan will watch her political 
development with the friendliest 
sympathy and may be relied upon 
to abstain from all endeavor to 
control its course of fish troubled 
waters for territorial or economic 
advantages for herself.

ON DISARMAMENT 


Association for iteatentien: 

al Peace Conducts One- 
| Day Meeting in St. Louis 
U. Auditorium. 


Members of the Catholic Asso- 
ciation for International Peace 
met today in a regional conference 
on disarmament in the auditorium 


of St. Lovis University following 
solemn high mass .at the New 
Cathedral. Archbishop Glennon 
occupied the episcopaj throne dur- 
ing the mass and welcomed dele- 
gates to the conference. 

The one-day meeting commemo- 
rates the 200th anniversary of the 
birth of George Washington. Dis- 
cussion centered about the ques- 
tions: “Why Nations Arm,” “Why 
Nations Should Disarm,” and “The 
Church and Disarmament.” 

Leo A. Politte, grand knight of 
DeAndreis Ceuncil of the Knights 
of Columbus, opened the morning 
session with an address of wel- 
come. The association, he _ said, 
came into being as the result of a 
series of meetings in 1926 and 
1927. Its purpose, he said, was tv 
study and apply the principles of 
national law and Christian charity 
to international problems of the 
day. 

Phantom Security. 
Referring to heavy expenditures 
of the nations for armaments, de- 
spite poverty and hunger among. 
their people, Politte quoted a state-_ 
ment as having said. “The mo- 
ment may come when the people 
will prefer to eat their daily bread 
in fear, rather than starve in se- 
curity.”

money, men, ideals and civic dig- 
nity, a sense of security has been 
attained. Is it not evident that a 
process of simultaneous arming de- 
feats its own purpose?

FATHER RYAN ASSALS 
HOOVER RELIEF POLICY 


Club, Demands Public 
Works Program. 


Necessity of direct Federal un- 
employment relief and the adop- 
tion of a public works program was 
stressed today by the Rev. John 
A. Ryan of Catholic University, a 
leading Catholic economist, im a 
luncheon address at the Town Club 
in which he attacked the “apathy” 
of the Hoover administration 
toward “practical relief measures.” 

Uniess a public works program 
is adopted immediately conditions 
may be worse a year from now 
than at present, he said. Father 
Ryan asserted the Federal Govern- 
ment was spending $124,000,000 
less for public works this year than 
last. 


The Hoover policy of allowing 
each community to take care of its 
own relief problems, Father Ryan

‘nemesis of the capitalistic system. 


said, is not practical because unem- 
ployment is a national probiem, re- 
suiting from national causes, and 
“nothing like adequate relief is 
possible unless it comes from the 
Federal Government.” 

Cites Little Aid By States. 

Most of the states, he said, have 
done “little or nothing” toward re- 
lief work. Some are hampered by 
Constitutional provisions, he said, 
while others are financially una- 
ble. 

The Government may raise 
money in the most equitable man- 
ner, he said, suggesting such meas- 
ures as inheritance, income and 
sales tax. 

“It is wrong to assume one com- 
munity is responsible for its unem- 
ployment problem,” Father Ryan 
said, “for in Detroit, for instance, 
those laid off in the automobile in- 
dustry are not out of jobs because 
of local conditions, but because of a 
lack of purchasing power national- 
ly.” 

Father Ryan outlined the man- 
ner in which President Hoover has 
considered the unemployment sit- 
vation, stating he did nothing 
toward furthering previousiy enun- 
ciated policies of funds for pub- 
lic works and rejected the sugges- 
tion of “his own unemployment 
committee” that he recommend to 
Congress the appropriation of $2.- 
500,000,000 for public works but 
asked instead for an increase of 
“a paltry -$100,000,000 to $150,000,- 
000 for this purpose.” 

“Hypnotic Influence.” 

Father Ryan referred to Presi- 
dent Hoover as having been “un- 
der the hypnotic influence” of his 
campaign speeches which “prom- 
ised eternal prosperity, silk stock- 
ings everywhere, a chicken in every 
pot, and a car in every garage.” 

While credit measures adopted 
recently by Congress may prevent 
many bank and business failures, 
Father Ryan said, they are “mainly 
negative,” lacking the facility to 


Father Ryan said the important 
thing was to revive purchasing 
power rather than merely extend 
credit. 

It is a naive faith that holds big 
business will hand‘ down benefits 
and dispense social justice,” he 
said. 

“Conditions today are already the 


The idea that it is only necessary | 
to produce goods to sell them has, 
been disproved.

The slide broke loose several 
hundred yards above them and 
moved downward. Pearce was una- 
ble to outrun it and was entangted 
in his skiis and the tree. 

McDonald, fighting his way free, 
rushed to Paradise Inn to notify 
park Officials. The others dug for 
their companion. 

Under the leadership of Chief 
Ranger John Davis, the searehers 
worked into the night with flares 
and torches to find the body. 

Pearce, who was 28 years old, 
graduated from the school of 
architecture at the ufiiversity in 
1926. He became an _ instructor 
and later was advanced to full 
professorship.

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TINKHAM “CAUTIOUS COWARD,’ 
- BISHOP CANNON DECLARES 


Churchman Says Congressional 
Critic Pleads Immunity for At- 
tack Made on House Foor. 

By the Associated Presa, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 22—Bishop 
James Cannon Jr. last night de- 
nounced one of his congressional 
critics, Representative Tinkham of 
Maegsachusetts, as a “cautious cow- 
ard,” except when speaking under 


immunity on the floor of the 
House. 

Cannon chanted Tinkham with 
falsehood in asserting he (Tink- 
ham) had not claimed congression- 
al immunity in defending the 
$500,000 libel action filed by Can- 
non. The action is based on a 
statement handed by Tinkham to 
the press last June after Cannon 
had challenged him to repeat with- 
out claim to privilege a denuncia- 
tory speech delivered in the House. 

Cannon said Tinkham filed a 
signed reply brief in which he as- 
serted the statement was priv- 
ileged, and that a later brief pre- 
sented by Tinkham’s counsel in- 
sisted a member of Congress could 
not divest himself of immunity. 
When pinned down on this point 
in recent House debate, Cannon 
said, Tinkham “pleaded the ‘baby 
act’ and denied responsibility for 
the act of his own attorneys.”

Addressing Congress 


He Declares He Has 


Little Patience With “Irrational Human- 
izing” of First Chief Executive. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 22.—Fol- 
lowing is the text of the Washing- 
ton day address delivered before 
Congress today by President tioo- 
ver: 

“Just 100 years ago in this city 
Daniel Webster, in commemoration 
of the birth of “tiled Washington, 
said: 

“*A hundred years hence, other 

disciples of Washington will cele- 
brate his birth, with no less of sin- 
cere admiration than we now com- 
it. When they shall 
meet, as we now meet, to do them- 
selves and him that honor, so sure- 
ly as they shall see the blue sum- 
mits of his native mountains risc 
in the horizon, so surely as they 
shall behold the river on whose 
banks he lived and on whose banks 
he rests still Mowing on toward the 
sea, sO surely may they see, as we 
now see, the flag of the Union 
floating on top of the Capitol: and 
then, as now, may the sun in its 
course visit no land more free, 
more happy, more lovely, than this, 
our Own country.” _ 
“The time that Webster looked 
forward to is here. We ‘other dis- 
ciples of Washington,’ whom he 
foresaw, are gathered today. His 
prophecy is borne out, nis hope ful- 
filled. The flag ‘still floats from 
the top of the Capitol.’ It has 
come unscathed through foreign 
war and the threat of internal di- 
vision. Its only change is the sym- 
bol of growth. The 13 stars that 
Washington saw, and the 24 that 
Webster looked upon, now are 48.

Near the crossing point, a few 
miles down the river, they found 
a large Indian village, variously 
called Capaha and Pacaha. Traces 
of such a village were unearthed 
at Old Town, 15 miles below Hel- 
ena, where the first levee to hold 
back the Mississippi River was con- 
structed by slave labor before the 
Civil War.

That 
leaves us with the two great economic 
subdivisions—land and industry. 

Any request to lower the tax burden 
on buildings which come under the broad 
heading of industry is in keeping with 
modern thought and demands sympa- 
thetic consideration, but it is to be huped 
that those who are shaping our destinies 
will know better than to consider any 
reduction in the tax on land. The tax 
on land should be increased and the 
other forms of property should be re- 
lieved. 

A tax on land stays put. High taxes 
on land lower its speculative value and 
increase the quantity of land available 
on which man can afford to build a 
home or operate an industry. Low taxes 
on land increase its speculative value and 
cause it to be held out of use. Artificial- 
ly. high land values and the speculation 
in-land are not natural phenomena, out 
are caused by artificially low taxes on 
land. Low taxes on land benefit but 
few and they cause industry, would-be 
home owners and all mankind to pay 
and to suffer for the want of land. ‘Civ- 
jlization is now suffering from a world- 
wide Florida land boom caused by the 
under-taxing of land. 

Taxes levied on industry work the op- 
posite of taxes on land. They don’t stay 
put. Contrary to the doctrine of ability 
to pay which the real estate men ap- 
prove, taxes on industry are shifted to 
those who have the least ability to pay. 
They are ultimately deducted fnom the 
wages of the worker or added to the 
cost of the goods he buys. Low ‘axes 
or no taxes on industry promote indus- 
try and increase its use by society. H:gh 
taxes on industry become pyramided at 
each transaction and ultimately increase 
the cost of trade and commerce unti! it 
is choked to death. It ceases to function 
and the people are thrown out of em- 
ployment. Overtaxed industry and un- 
dertaxed land have caused ‘the fall of 
prior civilization and have brought us 
to our present dilemma.

We have all read about it—the automobile the Gov-| 


tion would be to abolish the famous category “loans 
for account of others,” which played so conspicuous 
a role in the rising volume of brokers’ loans in the 
months bef6re the collapse of October, 1929. 

The Glass committee report presents some striking 
statistics on security loans. The total of brokers’ 
loans placed through New York member~banks in 
October, 1929, was nearly seven billion dollars, of 
which approximately one billion dollars was loaned 
by these banks themselves, two billion dollars for 
out-of-town banks and four billiom dollars “for ac- 
count of others.” Of the loans in the last category, 
it is estimated that about 60 per cent came from 
business corporations, 18 per cent from individuals, 
8 per cent from investment trusts and the balance 
from foreign sources. Adding the loans made by 
banks to their own customers on security collateral, 
and loans made to brokers through non-banking chan- 
nels, at the high water mark of 1929, security loans 
for the entire country reached the astounding fig- 
ure of 17 billion dollars. Of this total, about 10% bil- 
lion dollars was furnished by banks and six and one- 
half billion dollars by others. The proposed legisla- 
tion thus would have a restraining effect on the 
loans made by member banks (but not by banks out- 
side the Federal Reserve System) for their own ac- 
count, and would prevent the “other” loans from 
being made through member banks, although , ob 
viousy it could not prevent the secend type of loans 
from being made through non-banking channels. 
That the pouring of funds into the stock market 
was unfortunate, few people will deny. As the Glass 
committee points out, however, the extent to which 
business was deprived of funds in this way has been 
greatly exaggerated, as these funds in large part 
came back to business in the floating of new securi- 
ties. It is nevertheless true that a large part of 
these securities might better have never been issued. 
This flow of money into New York diverted the at- 
tention of interior business from its own affairs, and 
fanned the flames of speculation. At the present time 
most of this outside money has been withdrawn from 
the stock market. The Glass bill in this respect is 
not concerned with a problem of the present moment, 
but is aimed at preventing, in some future “new era” 
prosperity, a repetition of the events of 1929. 
In New York financial circles there is opposition 
|to the restriction on Federal Reserve advances to 
| banks which are increasing security loans. The claim 
ifs made that it will injure business. It is difficult, 
‘however, to see how any legitimate business will be 
hurt in this way. The Glass proposal would not pre- 
vent banks with security loans from borrowing from 
the Federal Reserve. It would merely prevent the 
increase of security loans while in debt to the Fed- 
eral Reserve. 

As regards the problem of “loans for account of 
others,” the New York Clearing House several 
months ago prohibited its members from placing 
brokers’ loans for non-banking institutions, so the 
Glass bill provision simply confirms the self-imposed 
discipline of the banks themselves. The unfortunate 
feature of such problems is that neither among the 
banks nor in Congress is the need for such action 
sufficientixg recognized until the damage has been 
done. 7

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Tf Washington Were Here Today 


Noble character of Washington is nation’s great legacy, but there is danger in blindly 
accepting his policies as eternal guide; he did not follow view of 150 years before, 
but shaped ideas to the times; his warnings about foreign relations were of infinite 
wisdom in his day, but America’s position in world affairs is far different today. 


HERE have been far greater men than 

Washington as Genérals, statesmen or 

thinkers, but as one scans the entire 
history of our race no greater character ap- 
pears. The deeper one probes into his every 
act, the more one is convinced of the amaz- 
ing soundness of the man at every point. 
When we think of him today, it is not as 
Commander-in-Chief or as President, but 
as Washington the man, the great outstand- 
ing character in our history. And it was 
so in his own time. 

It is natural the nation should treasure 
the memory of all he said, of all he did 
and of all he was, and that tnese things, 
lying deep at the roots of our national con- 
sciousness, should be of lasting influence. 
There is perhaps some siight danger in this. 

What he did and was belong to all time, 
but no statesman’s policies, adapted as they 
must necessarily be to the conditions of his 
day, can survive forever if conditions ma- 
terially alter. Neither the Father of his 
Country nor the father of a family can 
lay down rules to cover specific cases which 
should bind generation after generation to 
come. This truth Washington himself rec- 
ognized in insisting that even the funda- 
mental law as embodied in the Constitution 
should be made capable of being changed 
to meet new conditions. 

We. have already traveled far from the 
path he mapped out in some directions. It 
is open to question whether we must not 


wise or possibie to stand still when the rest 
of the world has been moving for a cen- 
tury and a half. Washington himself met 
the problems he had to solve, not by 
citing the words of Virginians of 150 years 
earlier, but by using his own mind on those 
of his own day. Because there was no 
sham or doubile-dealing in him, his policies 
were the honest reaction of his thought and 
character on the questions of the time. 
. _ . 

Were he alive today, with the same char- 
acter, in an almost unrecognizably altecred 
world, his solution of our problems mizht 
in some respects be altered also. If we 
wish to be worthy of the legacy he has left 
us, what we should do is not to follow his 
words blindly but, so far as we can, to de- 
termine how a Washington, with his char- 
acter and ideals, would act and think in 
the confusion and complexity of our modern 
world. 

It is curious that some of his suggestions 
are held up today almost as fundamental 
principles because enunciated by him, 
whereas others, in which he believed just 
as strongly or even more so, have slipped 
altogether from the public consciousness. 
He was, for example, thoroughly con- 
vinced of the advantages for us of a te- 
publican rather than a monarchical govern- 
ment. Although he wished such a govern- 
ment to be broadly based, he was by neo 
means a believer in democracy or universal 
suffrage. He never expected that the Pres- 
ident would be elected by the people at 
large, but chosen by the members of the 
electoral college, who would be chosen by 
the state legisiatures.

We have traveled far from his ideas. We 
now elect our Presidents by the suffrages 
of the entire people, and the electoral col- 
lege has become merely an anachronism. 
The growth of parties and of party feeling 
has taken an entirely different direction 
from what he would have wished and, in- 
deed, we do not see how we could carry on 
the Government without them. 

But probably the part of his farewell ad- 
dress which has lingered longest and rmost 
strongly in the minds of the people was his 
advice as to foreign affairs. At that time 
we were a new and very weak nation. Wise- 
ly he told us that there “can be no greater 
error than to expect or calculate upon real 
favors from nation to nation.” Our “great 
rule of conduct,” he said, should be to ex- 
tend our trade relations but have as little 
political connection with any other country 
as possible. 

= * * 

At the time he wrote, this was the wisest 
possible advice. It may be yét, but we 
cannot say that it is merely because Wash- 
ington said that it was in 1797, since we 
have discarded, on account of the progress 
of events, so much else that he also gave 
us as advice. The basis for his foreign 
policy then was that “Europe has a set of 
primary interests, which to us have none, 
Or a@ very remote, relation.” This at least 

. is-no longer true. 

The great relations of Washington's .ime 
were political, and the young republic had 
to shield itself from the conflicts of mon- 
archical and imperial Powers. Today, the 
world relations are economic and, as we 
are slowly finding out, the nations of the 
world are bound together in subtle ties that 
keep any one from prospering at the ex- 
pense of his neighbor. We can no tonger 
say, as Washington truthfully could, that 
the primary interests of Europe have at 
most only a remote relation to ourselves. 

In trying to decide what part we should 
play as a nation in the world today, we 
clearly cannot settle the problem by the 
easy method of quoting Washington, what- 
ever our decision may be. That would te 
a lazy and a dishonest way of shirking the 


way which Washington would be the first 
to condemn, 

Of the two legacies he left us, his char- 
acter and his policies, we have gradually 
in a century and a half had to outgrow 
some of the latter. But we can never out- 
grow the former. He would never have 
wished that, century after century, faced by 
conditions whieh he could not foresee, his 
words should be implicitly followed in mat- 
ters solely of policy. 

Were he among us today, he would bring 
to the problems of this new time that clar- 
ity of thought which he brought te those 
of his own day, that self-discipline which 
would prevent his mind being clouded by

LEWIS AGREES. 

‘TO MEET PESEK, 
IS RESTORED TO 
GOOD STANDING 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
COLUMBIA, Mo. Feb. 22.— 


“Strangler” Lewis, former world's 
wrestling champion, today was re- 
stored to good standing for compe- 
tition in Missouri by the Missouri 


State Athletic Commission, in ses- 
sion here to consider Lewis’ case. 
Lewis was placed on the “un- 
available list” in Missouri last Feb. 
1, following charges by Commis- 
sioner Harry Davis of Kansas City, 
that he had dodged a match with 
Join Pesek, ‘the Nebraska tiger- 
man,” at Kansas City after Lewis 
had announced he was “Willing to 
meet anyone.” 

The commission's decision to re- 
instate Lewis came today after 
Lewis had filed-an affidavit with 
the commission certifying that he 
would meet Pesek in Missouri some 
time within the next 60 days. 

The verdict of the commission, in 
resolution form, as made public by 
C. L. Brewer, chairman, follows: 
“The placing of wrestler Ed 
“Strangler” Lewis upon the un- 
available list was brought up for 
discussion and action, and it was 
decided that Lewis should wrestle 
Pesek some place in the state of 
Missouri within the next 60 days 
from date. The agreement and 
terms and referee on said match 
shall °e decided and approved by 
the commission. It was also decid- 
ed that all parties concerned, both 
contestants and promoters, should 
contribute 5 per cent of the gross 
receipts to the State department of 
the Ar.erican Legion. Since Lewis, 
in an affidavit on file with the com- 
mission, has epecifically agreed to 
the above “esolution he star ds rein- 
stated.” 

Members of the commission made 
it clear that should either Pesek or 
Lewis fail to carry out the agree- 
ment to meet within 60 days, he 
would be suspended from competi- 
tion in Missouri. 

The commission also adopted a 
lcomplete new set of rules governing 
boxing and wrestling in Missouri. 
There were no drastic changes 
made, however, and Chairman 
Brewer said the action amounted 
only to a recodification of the pres- 
ent rules. 

It was voted to send Commission- 
er Davis of Kansas City, with the 
Missouri Valley A. A..

He thought 
sn terms. of almost imperial gran- 
deur, and he wrought in terms of 
republican solidity. His far-flung 
dreams have, come true, and he 
lives today in His works, in the 
names of Our towns or cities and 
our states, and in the affectionate 
reverence of us who so immeasur- 
ably benefit by his wisdom.
